Abzoad,the Men fo Entred on Board the ſaid Ships (hall be Paid befoze they Sail. And We do hereby 
Command and Require the ſaid Seamen and Landmen to Repair on Board the reſpective Ships on 
which they ſhall ſo Enter themſelves, and give theirconſtant Attendance, for fitting ont to Sea ſuch 
Ships as each of them do belong unto. And Me are alſo Gzacioufly Pleaſed to Declare, That Con⸗ 
duct- Poney,accozding to the jzactice of the Navy,ſhall likewiſe be Allowed to ſuchSeamen and Tand⸗ 
men as (hall Uoluntarily Enter themſelves and Remain on Board any of Our ſaid Ships, accozd- 
ing tothe true Meaning of this Our Royal Pzoclamation.
